There have 
been lots of cases at the Marine 
Court recently. fines having been 
inflicted. The reason for the 
regulation which tnakes it an 
offence for sampans and junks to 
le inshore without a ‘permit is 
that .such craft, when lying 
alongside the shore all night, 
make ideak hiding places for 
robbers and other criminals and 
also can be very conveniently 
used for the smuggling ashore of 
contrabrand goods. In principle, 
the regulation is quite all right, 
but the question that is exercising 
our mind is whether there 
are enough and .sufficieatly 
convenient anchorages at which 
junks and sampans cao lie at 
night. It is all very well to 
prevent them tying up ta the 
seawall, but, in the interests: of 
the Colony’s trade, we do not 
want to drive them too far away 
from the centre of things. Ifa 
boat is lying alongside the praya 
laden, or waiting forsome specific 
cargo. it can get a permit, it is 
true, buta great many boats are 
hired at almost a moment's 
notice and their presence 
along the seawall whilst 
waiting for morning and possible 
hire is mot allowed. Are the 
aachorages to which these boats 
ought to go, sufficiently conven- 
jent?
